Gov't Sets New Fees’ 
For Track Licenses 


iiailations pth cominer- 
cial vehicles ‘and frucks for’ the 
period Jan. 1 to March 81. have been 
issued by the provincial government 
together with a schedule of fees for 
certificates or permits to operate 
public service and commercial vehi- 

Fees for permits for public ser- 
vice vehicles shall be according to 
the gross weight, of the vehicle and 
range from $2.50 for vehicles of 
gross weight not exceeding 3,000 
pounds to $127 for vehicles between 
29,000 and 30,000. 

Fees for commercial vehicles vary 
from $25 to $450. 

The regulations adopted under the 
Public Vehicles act have been placed 
under ‘the jurisdiction of the ' High- 
way Traffic board, of which Homer 
P. Keith, deputy minister of public 
works, is chairman.

NITROGEN AND CARBON IN AIR 

So far as is known, members of 
the legume family are the only 
plants which possess in any marked 
degree the faculty of absorbing and 
fixing the nitrogen of the air.

Certified seed pot&toes have been 
moving out very freely since harvest 
and prospects for futyre sales are 
good. The movement started in Nova 
Scotia as early as the third week in 
August and has continued from the 
Maritime Provinces more or less 
steadily all fall, mostly for exfport 
to foreign destinations, and princi- 
pally to the United States, Cuba, 
Bermuda, British West Indies, Pan- 
/ and Angentina. 
 Mhe movement reached its peak in 
Prince Edward Island in November 
and a total of approximately 400,000 
bushels of certified. seea rrom the 
1936 crop was moved to December 
1. There is, however, about sufficient 
seed left to meet the usual sprite 
demand. 

The certified seed crop in Nova 
Scotia has been largety disposed of 
and with promises ofr increased 
orders for some varieties, operators 
are planning for an increasee acre- 
age for next season.

DEATH ON 
—E HIGHWAY 


While the year’s tally of automo- 
bile deaths is not yet complete, the 
figures already available make it 
clear that the record of 1936 is 
higher than that of 1935. Albout 
37800 persons were killed in motor 
accidents in the twelve montus. 
This brings the total number of 
persons killed in America by motor 
cars, in the 15 years since -records 
began to be kept, up to above 425,- 


of the Americans who have _ been 
killed in all our wars from the Reve~ 
lution down to the World War. The 
motor car has become the nation’s 
deadliest weapon. With 
more cars on the roads we may ex- 
pect even more highway deaths in 
1937. 

Those who have given this subject 
the closest study agree that the 
blame for most of these motor kill- 
ings lies not with, the car nor the 
road, but with the driver. There are 
still twenty states in the United 
States in which no license is re- 
quiredto drive acar; in many others, 
ihe examination of drivers for licen- 
ses is no perfunctory that possession 
of a driver's license is no proof 
that its owner is a good driver.
